A  lengthy  and  exceedingly  interesting  letter  from  Poe  to  his  cousin, 
Mrs.  Tutt;  written  in  his  beautifully  clear  hand,  and  relating  intimately 
to  his  personal  affairs,  his  sick  wife,  their  new  home  in  Coates  Street, 
Philadelphia,  and  their  numerous  friends.  The  letter  is  in  a  cheerful 
conversational  vein,  but  between  the  lines  can  be  read  the  dark  despair 
which  constantly  hovered  over  the  little  household. 

A  few  excerpts  are  well  worth  noting,  especially  Poe 's  testimonial  to 
the  efficacy  of  beer  as  a  medicine: 

"My  dear  little  wife  grew  much  better  from  the  very  first  day  after 
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taking  the  Jew's  Beer.  It  seemed  to  have  the  most  instantaneous  and 
miraculous  effect.  She  had  been  dreadfully  weakened,  as  you  know,  by 
continual  night-perspirations  ;  but  the  very  night  on  which  she  first  took 
the  Beer  she  missed  her  usual  one,  and  had  them  no  more  until  an  accident 
occurred  by  which  we  got  out  of  Beer,  and  could  not  replenish  our  stock 
for  three  days.  In  this  interval  tine  perspirations  returned,  and  her 
cough,  which  liad  almost  ceased,  came  back.  Upon  procuring  the  Beer 
again,  however,  she  grew  better  at  once,  and  became  in  a  short  time  quite 
strong  and  well.  About  ten  days  ago,  however,  I  was  obliged  to  go  on  to 
New  York  on  business  which  absolutely  required  my  personal  attendance, 
and  no  sooner  had  I  turned  my  back  than  she  began  to  fret.  .  .  .  because 
she  did  not  hear  from  me  twice  a  day,  she  became  nearly  crazy,  and  in 
spite  of  all  Muddy  could  do~,  she  would  neither  eat  or  sleep  .  .  .  I  will 
never  leave  her  again,  as  long  as  I  live,  for  more  than  six  hours  at  a  time. 
What  it  is  to  be  pestered  with  a  wife! 

7  myself  am  quite  well  .  .  .  and  doing  well,  although  I  have  re- 
signed the  editorship  of  'Graham's  Magazine'  .  .  ." ;  etc.

On  the  last 
page  of  the  MS.,  at  the  end  Stevenson  has  written:  "The  End 
June  5th,  1893 — Reddens  laudes  domino  !  Vailima,  Samoa."  Bound, 
with  etched  portrait  by  Gribayedoff,  in  full  dark  blue  levant 
morocco. 

Stevenson  himself  found  this  work  peculiarly  arduous.  The  manuscript 
is  all  the  more  remarkable.  It  was  the  last  long  effort  of  Stevenson — 
Osbourne 's  share  evidently  being  the  planning  of  the  first  part  of  the 
tale  and  the  actual  writing  of  a  small  portion — and  Stevenson  was  at  this 
time  a  very  ill  man  in  the  depths  of  melancholy,  isolated  on  an  island  in 
the  South  Seas,  bereft  of  hope  and  sick  at  heart.  The  handwriting  of  this 
manuscript  plainly  bears  evidence  of  his  mental  and  physical  anguish, 
and  when  finally  the  task  was  done,  he  signified  his  thanks  to  the 
Almighty  by  adding  on  the  last  page  the  words: 
"reddens  laudes  domino!"

Published  in  the  columns  of  a  daily  newspaper,  they 
were  entirely  unappreciated  and  considered  to  be  the  mere  hack-work  of 
an  over-estimated  author.  Chas.  A.  Dana,  the  editor  of  "The  Sun," 
himself  said,  ' '  Any  one  of  my  reporters  could  do  better  work. " 

Now  we  know  that  these  pages  were  written  with  the  fast -ebbing  life- 
blood  of  one  of  the  world's  most  brilliant  geniuses.  They  were  his  last 
messages  to  a  world  that  did  not  yet  realize  how  much  he  had  given  to  it.

The  Poem,  which  is  in  Swift's  most  humorous  and  satirical  style,  often 
coarse  and  free,  is  a  spirited  controversy  between  Sir  Arthur,  a  knight; 
his  Lady;  and  Hannah,  her  waiting- woman,  on  the  momentous  question 
mentioned  in  the  sub-title:  Sir  Arthur  wishing  the  old  house  converted 
into  a  distillery,  so  that  his  convival  tastes  may  be  gratified ;  his  Lady 
and  her  maid  insisting  that  "Hamilton  bawn"  become  a  "Barack,"  so 
that  they  may  have  livelier  male  company. 

Together  with  the  MS.  is  the  following  autograph  statement: 
"Original  copy  of  Hamilton  Bawn  in  Swift's  handwriting.  Probably 
given  to  my  grandfather  the  Bishop  of  Derry  by  Pilkington  the  author  of 
the  Biographical  Dictionary  of  the  Painters.  His  wife  was  one  of  Dean 
Swift's  flirts.  My  reason  for  supposing  so  is  that  Pilkington  used  fre-
